SPAIN. 


It is quite a novelty to journalists to be able to write about 
what is passing in Spain with unaffected admiration and 
reasonable hope. They have not been used to it. The nation, 
it is true, makes a grand figure in history, and could never be | 


























spoken of without that sense of respect which is always 
quickened by the remembrance of past greatness. But for 
more than a generation the people of Spain have dwelt beneath 
the dark shadow of a throne all the influences emanating from | 
which have tended to corrupt morality, to stifle loyalty, and to | 


enervate patriotism. Their national virtues were obscured, | 
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sullied and disgraced by the license and despotism of 
a Court which they could not reform, which they did not 
wish.to abolish, but from the manners and policy of which all 
Europe drew inferences unfavourable to the reputation of the 


country. The throne of the Bourbons is gone, and the

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Spanish people present themselves to the astonished world as 
capable of imposing upon themselves the most heroic self- 
restraint, as competent to maintain order eveg when sur- 
rounded by all the elements of anarchy, as able to reorganise 
their political institutions with singular promptitude and 
moderation, and as sympathising with and animated by ideas 
ef regulated liberty, social, commercial, political, and eccle- 
siastical, which might shed lustre upon the fame of the 
foremost communities on earth. 

The promise of the last month, it is admitted, may fail of 
being ultimately redeemed by performance. Spain has yet a 
very difficult crisis through which to pass before she can give 
in her adhesion to a settled form of government. Her affairs, 
as far as they have been arranged, are only provisionally 
arranged. Many a fair blossom which now shows itself on 
the tree of liberty, and which the vernal breath of revolution 
has caused to burst forth, may, and probably will, be shaken 
te the ground without leaving corresponding produce. But 
this one fact is to be noted—that already some of those blossoms 
have set, proving that they are not barren, and that, if 
not too rudely assailed by coming blasts, they may yet 
mature into wholesome fruit. In a word, the Spanish revo- 
lation is rapidly passing from theoretical to practical changes. 
Reorganisation is being effected in conformity with the pro- 
gramme agreed upon by the leaders of the late insurrection. 
The consolidation of authority daily, and it would seem suc- 
eessfully, advances. The most formidable obstacles to a free 
development of the national will are, one after another, in 
the course of removal. Misguiding agencies, capable 
of doing irreparable mischief by giving a slavish bias 


to unenlightened minds, are being thrust aside or 
neutralised. A central administration has been  esta- 
blished and accepted. Personal and local rivalries 
have, for the present at least, suppressed their re- 


spective pretensions. All appear willing to do homage to the 
sovereignty of the people—and the sentiment of allegiance 
finds in the Provisional Government an interim embodiment 
of public authority to which it is satisfied to bow the knee. 
This result is of itself a marvel which few on-lookers were 
prepared to expect. Hitherto military dictation has shaped 
such changes as, for the last quarter of a century, have 
oceurred in the administration of public affairs. The soldier 
has invariably given the word of command to the civilian, 
and statesmanship has been scared by the gleam of the sabre. 
Military men are still in possession of the supreme power at 
Madrid; but for once they hold it, they employ it, they direct 
its course, and they share with civilians its responsibilities, 
with a distinct view to hand it over as soon as may be to a 
nationally constituted civil power. Whether they will carry 
their obvious intentions to their perfect issue is another 
question; but it is a new thing in the more modern 
history of Spain for such intentions to be professed. 
And it is worthy of observation that Generals Prim and 
Serrano have steadily adhered to their plan, in spite of the 
counsel whispered from many quarters into their ears that 
they would do more wisely to cut short suspense, and to solve 
all the problems they have referred to a Constituent Cortes by 
a strained use of their own authority. We have the more 
hope that they see their way to a triumphant conclusion, 
since they have exhibited the firmest determination to forbear 
snatching from the people themselves the opportunity of 
settling their own affairs in a legitimate and orderly fashion. 
Nobody whose cast of political thought lies towards a pro- 
gressive development of national life will be likely to object 
to the avowed aims of the men now at the head of affairs in 
Spain as falling short of the standard of modern Liberalism. 
If any fault is found with them, it will be that they constitute 
too perfect a model for a people hitherto imagined to be so far 
in the rear of the civilisation of the age. The time may not 
yet have come to warrant a conclusive judgment, but certainly 
the course of events to the present date does not bear 
eut the criticism. There is no sign—at least, we have detected 
none—which indicates that public sentiment has been out- 
raged by the proposals or decrees of the Provisional Govern- 
ment. Religious freedom—the last thing one has been wont 


to associate with Spanish rule—has not only been recognised | 


as a right, without provoking any show of popular intolerance, 
but has been justly assumed to lie at the very foundation of 
free institutions. If public opinion in Spain were even 
approximately represented by preceding Governments, the 
suppression of conventual establishm@nts, however qualified 
by practical mitigations, and the withdrawal of education from 
clerical supervision and control, would have been instantly fol- 
lowed by an explosion of indignant remonstrance. Yet, though 
we hear of a momentary protest against freetrade by the Pro- 
tectionist manufacturers of Catalonia, we have no similar out- 
cry against the really strong, and apparently harsh, measures 
adopted in favour of unrestricted liberty of conscience. An 
unlicensed press, the right of public meeting, and a resolute 
approach towards the liberation of slaves in the colonies, pro- 
elaimed along with religious, educational, and commercial 
freedom, make up a tolerably full catalogue of reforms, and 
present a very fair and captivating ideal of the political trans- 
figuration which the leaders of the revolution are anxious that 
Spain should undergo. 

Will results eventually fall short of their expectations ? 
He would be a bold seer who ventared to give a decided reply 
to this question. 
victorious Generals nor the sagacious statesmen who share 
between them the supreme power of the State shrink from 
submitting the decision to the judgment of the nation. Toa 
Constituent Cortes, elected by universal suffrage, all these 
matters are to be referred. To it, when once assembled, 
Prim, Serrano, and Olozaga will yield up the high 
position they meanwhile occupy. Only the Spanish 
people, they hold, can permanently reconstitute Spain. 
It is a noble experiment, and deserves to succeed. It ex-

faltering reliance upon the sovereignty of the people. It 
harmonises with all one’s abstract ideas of what is just and 
right. Itisa grand exemplification of disinterested patriotism. 
For the honour of human nature, for the sake of the future of 
Spain, we fervently hope that the Spanish nation will justify 
the confidence of the men who now direct its affairs. If so, 
there will be a brighter prospect for Europe than she has ever 
yet rejoiced in. 

The Provisional Government seem to be agreed in recom- 
mending that free institutions should be organised under a 
monarchical rather than a republican form of government. If 
the immediate perplexity of selecting a successor to the 
throne can be satisfactorily solved, the Constituent Cortes 
will no doubt act upon this prudent advice. The calmness— 
nay, the seeming carelessness—of the people as to this 
matter is strangely significant. Before it is finally settled 
passions and prejudices will doubtless come into play. But 
the present attitude of the nation towards it suggests that 
it is not yet regarded as a vital point. The exclusion of 
the Bourbons seems to be the only condition which 
is considered indispensable. There are many Princes at large; 
but those who are eligible appear to be unwilling, and the far 
greater number who would be willing are too obviously in- 
eligible. Perhaps no very serious importance is to be attached 
to the decision. If Spain has made up her mind to take her 
place abreast of the civilisation of the age, she will not be 
baffled by the difficulty of finding a Sovereign. A people 
determined to rule themselves can be at no great loss to pick 
out a representative to receive the homage and discharge the 
functions of their honorary chief. 








FOREIGN AND COLONIAL NEWS. 


FRANCE. 
(From our own Correspondent.) 


Paris, Thursday, Oct. 22. 

The Emperor, Empress, and Prince Imperial left Biarritz at nine 
on Saturday morning. They proceeded to the station in open four- 
horse carriages, amidst warm expressions of regret from a large 
crowd assembled to witness their departure, which was greeted by 
a salute of twenty-one guns from the Chamois, a vessel of war 
lying off the port. The journey to Paris was performed with great 
rapidity ; breakfast was partaken of in the train itself, shortly 
before reaching Bordeaux, where a halt of a few moments took place, 
and dinner was served at half-past seven, in the refreshment-room 
at the Tours station. At half-past one on the morning of Sunday 
the Imperial party arrived at Saint Cloud, where they were 
received by General Fleu They had stayed at Biarritz thirty- 
three days. Shortly before leaving, the Imperial family were 
resent at a pigeon-hunt, if the — may be allowed, at Sare. 

t appears that between the hills of Arain and La Rune there exists 
a deep gorge, in which flights of ring-doves, often ne toa 
couple of hundred, frequently take refuge from the wind. When 
this happens, nets are spread at the entrance of the gorge, and 
men, ascending the hills on each side, drive the doves towards 
them. An upward flight is provided against by means of 
pieces of wood shaped to imitate hawks, which are sent 
skimming through the air, and cause the frightoned creatures 
to keep near the bottom of the gorge. ne noise made 
by the birds on entering the nets has been compared to a hurricane. 
The Emperor, who knocked over several of them, appeared highly 

leased at this novel spectacle, and liberally rewarded the assistants. 

t is probable that he will remain at St. Cloud for the next three 
weeks, and will see the old year out at Compiégne. The Ministers 
who have been rusticating have all returned to Paris, and a council 
was held on Monday in the Emperor’s cabinet, the room in which 
Charles X. signed his famous ordinances. After the council 
Princess Clotilde and her lady of honour paid a visit to their 
Majesties. 

The Crown Princess of Prussia, with her two youngest children, 
was here on Tuesday, on her way to England. Her Royal Highness 
paid a visit to the Emperor and Empress at St. Cloud. 

What are we to have offered to us next? A grand hippophagic 
banquet is to take place at the end of the month, at which nothing 
but he rse is to be served up, baked, boiled, roasted, stewed, and 
fried. And now the Moniteur is warmly recommending roast 
donkey to the attention of epicures, and expatiating upon the 
clean feeding of this animal, which, however, has long been favour- 
ably known to us under the forms of Lyons and Bologna sausages, 
If the various provincial functionaries who receive the official organ 
conceive the advice to emanate direct from Government itself, and 
from excess of zeal set to work to follow it incontinently, we may 
expect a general demand for ass flesh throughout France, and 
that natural phenomenon, “‘a dead donkey,”’’ which, according to 
Sam Weller, has never been seen by anyone since the late Laurence 
Sterne, may make its appearance in all the butchers’ shops. 
Ridiculous, however, as these hippophagic banquets—at which a 
tender and carefully-selected four-year-old, disguised by the height 
of culinary skill, is washed down by the best vintages—may appear 
in themselves, it is, nevertheless, certain that the movement in 
favour of horse eating has met with great agg that the 
prejudice against the new food isfast disappearing. Four yearsago 
there was not a single establishment for the sale of ho in 
Paris, and now there are thirty, which, in all, consume about 2500 
horses per annum, which represents upwards of a million nds of 
cheap and wholesome meat. If the steam velocipede which we are 
promised make its a nee, no doubt many a gentleman’s hack 
will find its way to the butcher’s, or be served up atjits master’s 
table. 

Spanish affairs have certainly turned more than one head over 
here; but as yet an unhappy Iberian professor, named Garigo, has 
given the most striking example of mental alienation. Between 
seven and eight o'clock, the other morning, this individual was 
observed promenading the Rue de Rennes in the very scantiest 
possible costume. Questioned by the sergents de ville, he 
answered, “I am dreaming of my country’s triumphs.”” On their 
representing to him that the place was ill chosen for such reveriea, 
he allowed himself to be reconducted tranquilly to his residence— 
there, let us hope, to conclude his patriotic visions. His landlord 
stated that the news of the Spanish revolution had quite unsettled 
the poor man’s brain. 

he continued rain of the past few days has begun to produce 
serious effects in several parts of France. The Loire has, as usual, 
set the example; whilst the valleys of the Lot and the Aveyron 
have been flooded by their eu streams, and the crop 
washed out of the ground. o doubt great distress be e 
rienced in these regions this winter. In the Cantal several districts 
are under water, and railway communication is interrupted.

SPAIN. 

The latest intelligence from Spain is eminently satisfactory. 
Many changes have been made, and all of them indicate progress 
in {the task of reform and renewal, and they are advances in the 
achievement of a solid and successful revolution. 

The long-expected manifesto of the Provisional Government 
was published on Tuesday. Afterexplaining the reasons that com- 
pelled the Spanish people to throw off the yoke of the late dynasty, 
it goes on to show that the choice of a government will be deter- 
mined, first, by the vote of the whole people; and, secondly, by 
that of the people’s representatives elected by universal suffrage. 
It expresses the hope of the Provisional Government tlat other 
Powers will emulate the promptitude of the United States in recog- 
nising the revolution, but shows a becoming confidence on their part 
in the capacity of the country to consolidate the work of the revo- 
lution with or without recognition, since, at least, they are convinced 
they have no foreign intervention to fear. 

The Central Junta of Madrid has issued a proclamation declar- 
ing itself dissolved, and the Ministry having decreed the dissolution 
of the other Juntas, most of these tiediien ave already announc>d 
that they have ceased to exist. Before its dissolution the Junta 
passed resolutions proposing to the Government the abolition of 
capital punishment, the suppression of the convict establishmants 
in the Peninsula and their transference to the Spanish pos:e:sions 
mn Africa and at Manilla, the penitentiaries done away with in Spain 
to be cold, and the produce of the sale to be employed in the con- 
struction of the new penitentiaries in the colonies. The Junta also 
decided upon the establishment of a national rifle association, 

The chiefs of the Provisional Government made som: note- 
worthy declarations while speaking on Sunday at Guadalajera, on 
their return from Saragossa to Madrid. Senor Olozaga and 
Admiral Topete both said that a constitutional monarchy was noces- 
cary? as Spain was not prepared fora republic; but Admiral Topote 
added that he would support a republicif that form of govern- 
ment were established by the Cortes. Marshal Serrano declir:d 
that the Provisional Government would respect the national wishes; 
and a Democratic leader, named Moras, said that the Democrats 
deemed a republic the best form of Government, but would sup- 
port monarchical government if such were voted by the nation. 

The Gaulois, which may now claim to be the Moniteur of the 
insurrection, publishes a letter of Marshal Serrano, in which the 
writer, while declaring his belief that a constitutional monarchy 
would be best adapted to the present condition of the county, ex- 
preesly states that the revolution had no other object than to secure 
to the people perfect liberty in the choice of a Government. 

QThe Gaulois published, last week, a letter from General Prim, 
in which he denies the statement that he had been to Fontainebleau 
to solicit an audience of the E.aperor; and likewise that he had 
received 600,000 thalers from Prussia. General Prim says, in his 
letter, that Spain emancipated herself by means of her own 
resources, and by the blood of her children. 

A decree has been issued by the Minister of Justic) dissolving 
the Society of St. Vincent de Paul, and ordering the civil governors 
to take an inventory of the papers and funds of the society. 

Another decree orders the immediate suppression of all monas- 
teries, convents, chapels, congregations, and other religious estab- 
lishments of both sexes founded since July 29, 1837, and the transfer 
of all their property, movable and immovable, to the State. The 
convents established before 1837 are to be reduced in number by one 
half, and those left are forbidden henceforward to receive novices. 
The monks and nuns thus released from their cloisters can enter the 
conventual establishments which are not suppressed or return to 
secular life. All congregations of women who have devoted them- 
selves to the education of youth will be preserved. 

A decree of the Minister of Public Instruction directs that 
henceforth primary instruction is to be absolutely free; that the 
normal schools are to be re-established, and that the professors 
removed by the late Government are to berestored. Secondary and 
superior education are also to be free. 

An amnesty has been granted for offences against the press laws. 

The Provisional Government has issued a decree settling the 
mode whereby Cuba and Porto Rico shall elect deputies to the Con- 
stituent Cortes, which will soon meet at Madrid. Negroes are 
not to be allowed to vote so long as slavery exists, and the colonial 
deputies are to be ap | empowered to propose the best means of 
me a down slavery. Slavery in all the colonies is to be abolished, 

ut not hastily. In every colony a popular form of election is to be 
adopted. 
he President of the Supreme Court of Justice has resigned, and 
Senor Aguirre has been appointed to succeed him. 

The Minister of Justice has given orders that every case of 
arbitrary arrest, in violation of the privacy of domicile, shall be 
brought before the courts.

K.G., Chancellor of the said University, do hereby in writing declare 
that the true intent and meaning of the said respective statutes, on the 
matters respectively submitted to me as aforesaid, is as follows :— 
First, as regards statute cap. iv., sec. 2, the power of nominating 
** vicarii’’ conferred on the Vice-Chancellor by the clause “ Licea 
procancellario pro arbitrio suo vicarium vel unum vel, si ob diversa 
negotia expedienda pluribus opus sit, plures nominare,’’ is only so 
far limited that the words “‘pro arbitrio suo’’ are to be construed 
**in the exercise of a reasonable discretion.’’ The “ vicarius’’ need 
not be a head of a colle Secondly, as regards statute cap. ii., 
s. 12—I. The “terminus” spoken of in ph 1 must be under- 
stood according to the definition laid down in cap. i., sec. 1. II. 
For residence in Oxford the ‘‘ terminus’’ must be understood ac- 
cording to the definition laid Gown in cap. i., sec. 1, and not accord- 
ing to the definition in the Oxford statutes. III. The “terminus ”’ 
must be understood in all cases according to the definition in the 
statutes of the University of Cambridge; and the student who 
claims to count residence in Oxford must show that he has resided 
in Oxford during two-thirds of each period of time so defined which 
he claims to count as a term. 


The annual ceremony of conferring degrees of the Queen's 
University, Ireland, took place on Wednesday week, in St. Patrick’s 
Hall, Dublin Castle. e Right Hon. Maziere Brady, Vice-

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If there be in England such a creature as a Thersites—it is 
just possible, if we may accept certain verbal and written 
utterances which have been called forth by the crisis—that 
unworthy person may now imitate his original, as depicted in 
“Troilus and Cressida.’”” The Shakspearean Thersites, when 
the battle between Greeks and Trojans rages most fiercely, 
withdraws himself from the fray, and, rubbing his crooked 
hands with joy at the sight of mischief, exclaims, “ Now they 
are clapper-clawing one another!’’ The blood of all the 
champions is up, and hard knocks abound. The amenities 
which were plentiful a month ago have fallen out of 
use, and it is instructive to note what very unkind 
thoughts of one another men who were lately so civil and 
tolerant have really been cherishing. Were it edifying, we 
could select a very choice posy of very strong words with 
which orators not usually abusive have marked their sense of 
the wickedness of those who presume to have opinions of their 
own; but nothing is gained by preserving such things. As 
the days of battle draw nearer and the death-grapple is closer, 
we must look to be a little scandalised at the outcries of the 
combatants. Anyone who has seen a great race, and has been 
near enough to hear the objurgations of the maddening riders, 
just as the pace is telling and a few strides will bring out the 
best horses from the ruck, will understand how, at a given 


speech. 

Those who are interested in particular elections will, of 
course, seek information from special channels. Those who 
care chiefly for the orations of leading politicians have studied 
reports in full. But to the very large number who wish for a 
general idea of what is going on, a sketch of election affairs 
as they etand at present may be acceptable. On Mr. Gladstone 
the eyes of all men naturally fall, and he has been the hero of 
the past week. He has gone from place to place in his dis- 
trict, and has delivered a series of speeches in support of the 
policy on which the nation is about to pronounce a verdict. 
He has divided his work into sections. In one town he has 
contrasted Conservative extravagance with Liberal economy ; 
in another he has demolished the report of the Irish 
Church Commission; in a third he “has derided the pre- 
tensions of the Government to be the authors of Reform ; 
in a fourth he has torn the Irish Church to pieces; in 
a fifth he has endeavoured to penetrate the minds of the 
agriculturists, and to show them that Liberals are their true 
friends ; and, in a sixth, he has enlarged upon the condition 
of Ireland, arguing that we are incurring a great danger by 
keeping up an ill-feeling that sends thousands, yearly, to 
America, where they obtain an important influence over the 
policy of the United States. He has not forgotten, amid the larger 
topics, to deal back-handed blows at personal enemies, nor to 
say valuable words for various candidates in his own interest. 
No maa can have worked harder as a partisan ; and it is just 














The city of London contest will be a severe one, and it 
will need all the discipline of the Liberal party to counteract 
the clever policy which has started three Conservatives only, 
and thereby rendered mistake impossible to a Conservative 
voter. In Westminster it is impossible to say how things will 
go. The lower class of voter has been told, not untruly, that 
Mr. Mill’s estimate of the artisan is not a flattering one, inas- 
much as it proclaims that he is addicted to lying, anf that the 
idea of equality makes him insolent, And Mr. Mill's sub- 
scription in favour of the man Bradlaugh, whose vulgar 
blasphemies ought to exclude him from all honest society, 
has done him much harm with the superior class. Mr. 
Roebuck is fighting gallantly at Sheffield, and it is not 
to the credit of those whom he has served so faithfully 
that his seat is endangered by his fearless conduct on the 
rattening question. Sir Roundell Palmer stands for Oxford, 
which would do herself honour by electing so remarkable a 
man; but his merits will be eclipsed in the eyes of too many 
of that University constituency by his Liberal opinions. Yet 
Oxford may as well remember that in the days that are coming 
old institutions will assuredly be overhauled, and that such a 
champion as Sir Roundell Palmer will be worth a host when 
the trial comes. There need be no doubt of the character of 
that trial—the most respectable of the working-man’s candidates 
has this week made it a charge against the Church that she 
“‘ feeds fat Bishops ;"’ the old public-house style was but laid 
aside for a time, and when you scratch a Leaguer you find 
a ribald, to borrow the Napoleonic saying. Mr. Bouverie 
and Mr. Mill have been exchanging discourtesies in the 
papers, Mr. Mill having recommended Mr. Chadwick te 
Kilmarnock, and Mr. Bouverie not unreasonably complain- 
ing that he should be interfered with after a quarter of a 
century of good services.

METROPOLITAN NEWS. 


The Metropolitan Board of Works yesterday week discussed the 
expediency of applying to Parliament for a bill to enable them to 
supply gas to the metropolis. A resolution in approval of such an 
application was moved, but a negative amendment was carried. 


The experimental tramway, about 100 ft. in length, laid down 
on Blackfriars-road ten years ago, has been taken up by the St. 
Saviour’s board of works, on the ground that several horses have 
been crippled by falling down on the rails. 


The workmen engaged in excavating the ground for the founda- 
tion of the new Temple hall discovered, on Tuesday, a portion of a 
gilt door of the fourteenth century, the gilding and the stonework 
being in excellent preservation. 


On Wednesday evening the 26th Middlesex (Her Majesty's 
Customs) Rifle Volunteers attended at the drill-shed, London Docks, 
to receive the regimental and other prizes for shooting during the 
season that has just closed, from Mrs. C. Hampden Wigram. 


A public meeting was held, on Monday night, at Myddelton 
Hall, Islington, for the purpose of protesting against the pro 
building on twenty acres out of the 131 acres of the land purchased 
for the new Finsbury Park. Mr. Torrens, M.P., occupied the chair. 
Resolutions were 2d with a view of bringing the matter under 
the notice of the House of Commons. 


The Rev. F. D. Maurice delivered a lecture on “‘ What is Edu- 
cation ?’’ at the Working Women’s College, Queen-square, Blooms- 
bury, before a large audience, made up principally of the teachers 
and pupils of the college; and on Thursday last he gave the open- 
ing ad at the Working Men’s College, Great Ormond -street, of 
which he is the Principal. An excellent programme for the first 
term of the coming session has been issued. 


Strawberry House, the residence of Mr. W. H. Charlesworth, 





at Chiswick, had a narrow escape from being destroyed by fire 
about five o’clock on Monday morning. The first and second 
floors of the mansion were found to be in flames. The inmates 
escaped in safety; and, the engines of the Metropolitan Brigade 
having arrived, the firemen, as well as the London Salvage Corps, 
went to work; but they were unable to get the flames extinguished 
until considerable damage had been done. 


At the meeting of the Court of Aldermen on Tuesday, Mr. 
Alderman Wilson, who had given notice of a motion to the effect 
that **the Lord Mayor elect be requested to to West- 
minster on Nov. 9 next in the state carriage provided for such 
ceremony, and according to ancient custom,’’ said he was happy to 
find that the Lord Mayor elect held similar opinions with himself, 
that nothing ought to be done to detract from the honour and 
splendour of the Corporation, and it was quite unnecessary, 
therefore, to press the m otion. 


An alarming explosion took place, on Monday afternoon, in the 
kitchen of an hotel in Charles-street, Haymarket. A large self- 
supplying boiler, holding between forty and fifty gallons, having 
been emptied, became red hot. The regular supply from the mains 
having been turned on, water was admitted by means of a ball- 
cock into the cistern. Steam was generated with such rapidity as 
to produce a terrible explosion, blowing out the windows of the 
basement and some of those on the ground floor. Besides the 
damage to property, six of the servants who were in the kitchen 
were hurt, and removed to the hospital. 


The Met ropolitan Association of Medical Officers of Health held 
their first meeting of a new session on Saturday evening last, at the 
Scottish Corporation Hall, Fleet-street, when their president, Dr. 
R. Druitt, delivered an able address on “the influence of certain 
customs, habits, and prejudices on health,’’ in which he glanced 
generally over the whole field of medical and sanitary science as 
affecting the duties and responsibilities of a medical officer of 
health. Dr. Druitt’s purpose evidently was to induce the health 
officers to take a more comprehensive view of their functions than 
is prescribed within the verbal limits of Acts of Parliament. 


On Thursday the freedom of the Corporation of the oe of 
London was presented to Field Marshal Sir John Burgoyne, G.C.B 
and Constable of the Tower, in recognition of the distinguished 
services rendered by him to his country. The ceremony was held 
in Guildhall, in the presence of the Lord Mayor, the members of 
the Courts of Aldermen and Common Council, and the principal 
officers of the Corporation. The insignia of the om was 
inclosed in a magnificent casket of the value of 100 gs., and was 
presented to the veteran officer by the Chamberlain (Mr. Scott) in 
a complimentary speech, recounting his great public services; and 
Sir John having replied, in a modest address, the ceremony, which 
was very interesting, concluded. Sir John was cheered both on 
entering and leaving Guildhall. 


Great ) ay has lately been made at new Blackfriars Bridge. 
All the piers may be said to be completed; two of the five arches 
are finished, and the others nearly so, with the exception of the 
great central arch, of 185 ft. span. This is larger than the span of 
any arch across the Thames, except the central arch of Southwark 
Bridge, which is 220 ft. Two arches on the Surrey shore are finished, 
with the exception of the wrought-iron buckle-plates above them, 
which are to form the foundation of the roadway. It is not intended 
to place these on till the last, on account of their weight; for the 
eneaae Rough Sulies, Ci Bet 700 subadiy i tion, but rest 
entirely on the wooden centreing, about an inch from the stone 
piers on which they will eventually be supported. The number of 
ribs in each arch is nine. They are all of wrought iron, and so 
strong as to be equal to nearly ten times the load strain which the 
utmost exigencies of London traffic can place upon them. Their 
depth at the crown is about 4 ft. 9in., and at the springing from 
the piers they vary from 5ft. to 5ft. Zin. The distance between 
these main is only 9 ft. 6in., and theyare still further strength- 
ened by wrought-iron cross-latticed braces placed transversely at 
intervals of about 16ft. apart. In fact, each arch may be said to 
form a perfect iron structure of itself. The span of the centre arch 
is 185 ft; the two next arches at each side are 175 ft. each, and the 
two shore arches 155ft. The two arches on the Surrey side which 
have been completéd look very grand. The spandrils of the arches 
are filled => ith elaborate ornamental castings, and the commence- 

and bold cornice adds effect to the style of the archi- 
tecture which it surmounts. Above all a short length of the 
balustrade has been fixed. The granite columns on the piers are 
each about 7 ft. in diameter and nearly 12 ft. high. Two have been 
fixed on the Surrey side, and it is difficult by mere description to 
convey an idea of their simple grandeur. © roadway of the 
bridge is to be 45ft., or almost more than the whole width of the 
old bridge from side to side.

People who are afraid that among the reforms which th> impend- 
ing Mill-ennium is to produce will be the disestablishment of the 
Sovereign—I mean the golden disc which in Lord Lytton’s ‘‘Monsy"’ 
the hero holds up as the ruler of mankind—may, I think, calm 
their minds. The present generation—that is to say, those whe 
have left school—will not have to learn new tables. The Coinige 
Commission has reported, and the sentence on the Pound is that 
which is passed on the supposed offender in Shakspeare, “‘ Thou 
are to continue, varlet; thou are to continue.” It is not 
even proposed to take off two pennyworth of gold, and make 
our sovereign worth just twenty-five francs. The trouble of the 
change, we are told, would not be compensated for by the ad- 
vantage. ‘‘ Whatis a pound?’’ is still to be the question which 
is to be crucial for the currency student. This is all very 
consoling to such of us as find that there are so many new things 
which we must learn that we would rather be exe unnecessary 
trouble. Many more of us than have the moral courage to owa 
it greatly admire the clever man who, when the Bahama; were 
mentioned, avowed that he did not know where they were, and 
added, ‘* Please don’t tell me ; I have done very well for forty-five 
years without knowing.’’ We do not want to be set to study frac- 
tions of money ; it ishard work enough to earn enough of the coinage 
as it stands. Having comforted those who feel with myself en the 
subject of this report, I allow myself to be reminded of some verses 
written a great many years ago. It was about the time when the 
late Sir Robert Peel was introducing his second son into politics. 
The t declined to know (as that would have been personal) that 
Mr. Frederick Peel was one of the most steady and admirable 
young men in the world, and the poem assumed a typical ‘ Fred *’ 
with the lavish habits of a scion of a wealthy house. Him the 
anxious father was made to instruct in the great Peel mystery— 
**What’sa pound?’’ But, unable to obtain any serious reply, and 
weary with being told that a pound was a thing to throw to aa

The Dramatic Authors’ Society have, by fifty to eight, elected 
Mr. Palgrave Simpson as their secretary, in place of the late Mr. 
Stirling Coyne. The matter may be —— to concern the society 
only. If 1 thought so, I should merely have added that the very 
best man possible had been chosen, and there an end. But the 
election suggests one or two things in which the public have aa 
interest. I will not pause to congratulate the nation on having 
fifty-eight British dramatists, though that is a very delightful = 
to fnew, especially as there are about twenty theatres open, an 
several more are in hand. But I proceed to inquire whether suck 
a body, of which every member must in some manner have showa 
himself somebody by making his way into such ranks, does 
not intend to take some sort of action in the interest of the society 
and of the drama, interests which should be one. Surely itis time 
that the present anomalous state of the law (no, this is not a bull: 
law may be lawless) affecting theatrical matters generally sho 
be corrected. The rights of the various kinds of managers who seek 
to entertain the world should be defined. If anybody would like te 
know what sort of a tangle these are in at present let him get the 
report of the last Parliamentary Committee, of which Mr. Goschen 
was chairman ; and, though that document is not so full of intellectual 
matter as was the report of other days, when Mr. Macready 
was asked to define the legitimate drama, and Mr. Dowton was 
induced to explain his acoustic theories, it will be found very ia- 
structive and, what is better, very amusing. You will discover 
from that report into what a mess the wisdom of Parliament has 
brought the theatrical question, as it has brought one or two others. 
It is to be hoped that the society will get to work on the subject, 
which is clearly the society's business. The secretary has enough, 
and more than enough, to do in looking after the country managers, 
who for the most part behave reasonably well now (some of them 
admirably), but a good many of whom, though submitting to the 
law, are thought not to be quite able to see why an author who has 
been pela in London should also + ye in the provinces. But, if 
Mr. Simpson feels himself inspi to a herculean effort, aad 
chooses to devote himself to the reform and condensation of the law, 
the Code Palgrave will furnish a model for the other code, for which 
we have been waiting fifty years—and are likely to wait. 





Code, indeed! What is the use of utopian talk? We canaet 
even keep our streets clear of garotters. In Southampton-street, 
Strand, a lady is knocked down, in broad daylight, with a life- 

reserver, and robbed ; and the ruffian would have esoaped all Sir 

ichard Mayne’s men, but for a quick-eyed and _> newspaper- 
lad. Got him—yes. And what will he get? ot what such mis- 
creants got in King Alfred’s time in England, nor what similar 
folk got in King O’Somebody’s time in Ireland, or “Rich and 
Rare ’’ would not have been written. Nothe. If his counsei does 
not succeed in showing that the love of garotting runs in his family, 
and that it is a monomania, to be pitied, not ey he may 
get a short imprisonment. He may be flogged; but that is almost 
too much to hope. But about prevention? That is the question. 
The lady escaped with the violent shock to her nerves and with twe 
of her teeth knocked out by the weapon used by the dastard. The 
next lady may not be so lucky, and there may not be another 
bright tad at hand to do the work of the police. The fact is that 
the streets are not guarded, and we pay tremendous sums of money 
for a protection that is not afforded. Punishments, no doubt, 
might be increased with great advantage, and, as I have before said, 
they should be made public—not by annoying decent people with the 
sight and howls of a flogged ruffian, but by turning him loose upoa 
his friends as soon as the punishment has been inflicted. Do not 
let him be treated with delicate privacy, but remit him at once, 
with all the evidence of punishment upon him, to his court or alley. 
Tiger Bay would be “* affected with notice,’’ as the lawyers say, that 
the law does not like garotting, if Bill the Cruncher, over whose 
ay battery of an old lady his admirers were conversing, sud- 

enly om ag in among his people with all his blushing honours 
thick upon him. His remarks, at that reception, would be worth 
a good many sermons. This would be a preventive measure of the 
best so rt. But we have a right to another, which is the presence of 
lightfooted policemen prompt to seize and smite; not the worthy, 
heavy tramping, patient, stupid fellow who would die for you, if 
ordered, but — 2 will not be hurried, and for whom his beat is the 
only world he is aRowed to believe in existence. Perhaps, now that 
the wife of a respectable tradesman has been half killed, something 
will be done by that class; people who ride in carriages are safe 
enough, and people in fustian are safe for another reason. Why 
does not the Strand call a meeting ¢ 


Nothing could be in better taste than the letter in which 
the inventor of the Moncrieff gun has set us all right about that 
marvellous invention and the way in which he has been treated.

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NATIONAL SPORTS. 
The Newmarket Houghton meeting opened with an ill-attended but 
dashing day’s sport. In consequence of Lord Glasgow's continued 
abeence, owing to illness, there was a sad lack of matches through- 
out the week. Quite a crowd gathered round Lady Elizabeth when 
Fordham saddled her, and she was generally vated very fit, but not 
much bigger than she was in her flying two-year-old days. The 
Palmer, who was giving her 7lb. for the year, beat her easily, and 
she was three parts of a length behind her old stable companion 
Naiveté, to whom she gave 5lb. The Criterion Stakes, which can 
reckon Margrave, Elis, Crucifix, Thormanby, Fille del’ Air, Achieve- 
ment, and Lord Lyon in its ranks, produced a splendid struggle 
between Pero Gomez (J. Adams) and Wild Oats Sle The 
latter, who measures sixteen three, and is ‘‘a gentleman all over’’ 
(according to one of our most successful breeders), rolled about 
fearfully, and finished with his tongue hanging at full length. 
** The oldest inhabitant’’ hardly ever saw a tongue carried after 
that fashion; but the head which it belonged to was level with that 
of Pero Gomez at last, and his trainer avers that it is only his colt’s 
*‘custom of an afternoon.’’ Ethus by Blair Athol was a bad 
third, and beat Heather Bell, who gave him 2lb., by a head. 
Rhysworth was fifth, and King Cophetua, who had 4 1b. the best of 
the weights, could do nothing with his stable companion, whose 
finish was remarkably game. Several of the lookers-on were quite 
at issue with the judge when he placed Aftermath before Nutgirl 
in the Maiden Plate, and declared that it was as great a mistake as 
that in 1851, when Mr. Clark, senior, placed Maidstone before 
Stockwell and Ambrose. 

The races on Tuesday were of very little account, with the ex- 
ception of the Cambridgeshire Stakes. The knowing ones never 
made a greater mistake than they did about the latter, as it was 
about 30 to 1 against See-Saw (8st. 21b.) by Buccaneer, 20 to 1 
against Blue Gown (9st.), and 33 to 1 against Mercury (7 st. 91b,)—the 
first three in the race. In fact, Wadlow, his trainer, thought so 
little of See-Saw’s chance that he did not even come to Newmarket 
with him. Blue Gown never looked fitter, and the same may be 
said of See-Saw, whose party did not trust him with very much, as 
his 7b. extra brought up his weight to 8st. 21b., which Fordham 
by hard walking was just able to manage. Kidderminster was 
very troublesome at the Yes and caused a number of false starts. 
When Mr. M‘George did let them go, they got off very badly, and 
Taraban, Lady Raglan, and Restitution were some lengths behind. 
Blue Gown and See-Saw lay very forward throughout, in spite of 
all the weight; and Cecil, who had been rather shut in, was 
soon outpaced after he did get an opening. Till within 200 yards 
from home the Derby winner, ridden by Wells,. looked like a 
winner; but he could not give the 12]b. to See-Saw, who sailed 
ahead and won cleverly by a length anda half. The crowd of car- 
riages was so large, and the block so great in consequence, at the 
entrance of the town, that See-Saw was unable to get to his stable 
at Bloss’s, and had to return to the heath and round by the 
fields. The stakes amounted to £1850. This makes the fifth race 
that See-Saw has won for Earl Wilton, to whom he has proved a 
cheap 2300-guinea purchase at Lord Hastings’s sale. The first five 
were three-year-olds, and the winner's performance throws Foig a 
Ballagh’s (8 st.) as completely in the shade as Blue Gown’'s second 
does Saunterer’s (8 st. 12 Ib.) third. 

The dulness of Wednesday's proceedi was enlivened by a 

vigeon-shooting match, between Sir Charles Legard and Sir 

rederick Johnstone, for £50 aside. The latter started favourite, 
at 6 to 5, and at one time 5 to 1 was laid on him; but he “ tired to 
nothing ’’ at the finish, and Sir Charles won by one bird. Belladrum 
walked over for the Glasgow Stakes, an unpleasant remembrance 
of the First October week preventing Duke of Beaufort from put- 
ting in an appearance. The All-Aged Stakes, which promised to 
be a very interesting race, was spoiled by the withdrawal of that 
béte noir of Derby winners, Fripponier. As he was only called 
upon to concede Blue Gown 7Ib., he appeared to have an excellent 
chance of “ taking the gilt’’ off a third blue ribbon. However, as 
neither he nor Hermit entered the lists, a second walk over took 
place. Prince Imperial, 7 st. 7lb., the half-brother to Julius, beat 
a field of twenty-one in a canter for a £50 Plate over the T.Y.C. ; 
and the second edition of the Sussex Stakes fell an easy prey to 
Rhysworth, who walked over for the same stakes at Lewes. 

The coursing entries of the present season are remarkably good. 
Beginning with the Altcar Club, the Sefton Stakes have 101 entries 
and the Croxteth Stakes 87. Again, at the Ridgway Club there are 
102 in the North Lancashire, and 98 in the South Lancashire, Stakes. 
The Bothal St. Leger has closed with 226 and the Norfolk Cup 
with 92. Considering the apathy shown by the management, the 
Ashdown Park meeting went off better than was expected. On 
the Wednesday there were thirty-three courses out of Compton 
Bottom — only two of them undecided; and in twenty-five 
of them the hare took right up the hill.

FINE ARTS. 

The private view of the exhibitions of cabinet oil paintings at the 
French Gallery, Pall-mall, and at the Dudley Gallery, Egyptian 
Hall, Piccadilly, will take place, on Saturday next, the 31st inst., 
and both exhibitions will open to the public on the Monday fol- 
lowing. We have also to announce the opening, early in next 
month, of a third and newly-organised exhibition to be held at the 
“Corinthian Gallery of Art,’’ a spacious room at the rear of the 
bazaar which has been constructed on the site of the Earl of 
Aberdeen’s mansion in Argyll-street, Regent-street. It is reported 
that a fair amount of support has been promised to this now 
venture. To complete the fist of proximate “‘ opening days,’’ we 
must add that the exhibition of the Architectural Association, 
Conduit-street, will be inaugurated with a conversazione on Friday, 
the 30th inst. 

A catalogue of the contents of the Print-Room, British Museum, 
has long been a desideratum to art-students, collectors, and others ; 
and the want of it will be the more felt since the many recent 
acquisitions.made either by gift or purchase. The present com- 
parative completeness of the magnificent collection relatively to all 
the .great representative engravers, etchers, and, we may add, 
draughtsmen, if we include the carbon reproductions, renders the 
immediate production of a catalogue expedient, as well as all the 
more desirable. The preparatory labour of compilation is, we 
understand, far advanced; and we trust that Government will not 
withhold the funds necessary for the production of a work so 
much needed. Apropos of the Print-Room treasures, we are happy 
to say that a large proportion of the noble collection of prints 
which formed the most costly portion of the Slade gift to the 
nation will shortly be displayed. to the public in the King’s Library 
of the Museum. The splendid collection of glass of all periods, also 
comprised in the Slade gift, is already shown at the Museum, and 
we understand that Mr. Franks is engaged preparing an account 
thereof. Another fine collection of g that belonging to Mr. 
Cooke, R.A.—which, as illustrating the Venetian manufacture, is 
perhaps unsurpassed by any other private collection—is also on 
view to the public among the loan collections at the South 
Kensington Museum. 

Mr. G. G. Scott has appealed for public aid to procure the 
restoration of the monuments in Croydon Church which suffered 
severely in the fire that nearly destroyed the church last year. The 
church contains the monuments of three Archbishops of Canterbury— 
namely, Archbishops Grindal, Whitgift, and Sheldon; and it is 
the restoration of these monuments which Mr. Scott specially urges. 
Being highly ornamented, having effigies, and therefore much 
exposed, they have been so lar -ntably shattered that unless they 
undergo a very elaborute ani studious process of restoration 
they may be re ed assent ~ lost, and a page m our visible 
history will be clean wiped ou.. As personal memorials, and also 
as most interesting records of ‘ecclesiastical costume, they are of 
more than ordinary importance ; whilst the monument of Sheldon, 
in particular (the most elaborate of the series), isa remarkable work 
of art of its period. The University of Oxford, which has benefited 
so much by the munificence of Sheldon, has been repeatedly applied 
to to undertake the restoration of his monument, but hitherto 
without effect. Itis not unlikely that the monument of Whitgift 
may be restored by the trustees of his munificent charities, to ensure 
which only the consent of the Charity Commissioners is wanting. 
Mr. Scott will be glad to give all the aid in his power to the work, 
— - ame may be addressed to him or to the Vicar of the 
church. 

The council of the Architectural Museum announce that the 
building in Bowling-street, Westminster, intended for the recep- 
tion of the architectural collection to be removed from Sout h 
Kensington, is near completion, and will be opened early next year. 
Nearly the whole of the decorations have been generously ro- 
mised by various workers in the architectural arts. The subscribed 
fund is, however, exhausted, and £1000 more are required to pay 
the balance due to the contractor. 

We are glad to hear that the very fine Meyrick collection of 
armour and arms (which proved so attractive when in the Man- 
chester Art-Treasures Exhibition) is being brought from Goodrich 
Court to the South Kensington Museum as a loan. It will, we 
believe, be exhibited to the public in the gallery adjoining the 
Horticultural Gardens which lately contained the Portrait 
Exhibitions. 

The repair of the picturesque ruins of Bolton Abbey, Yorkshire, 
has been intrusted to Mr. Street.

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THE REVOLUTION IN SPAIN: 
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THE NEW BISHOP OF 
PETERBOROUGH. 

The Right Rev. Dr. Magee, late 
Dean of Cork, who has been ap- 

inted the new Bishop of Peter- 
oom is a grandson of Arch- 
bishop Magee, a well - known 
Archbishop of Dublin many years 
ago. He was educated at Tunity 
College, Dublin, and was divinity 
prizeman there. He was ordained 
to the curacy of a large Dublin 
parish in 1844, where he worked 
as curate for ten years. He then 
came to England and accepted the 
curacy of St. Saviour’s, Batb, 
where he remained two years, 
and then rose into notice as 
minister of the Octagon Chapel, 
Bath, presented to him by the 
congregation. Dr. Magee held 
the office of minister the a 
nine years, during which perio 
he ae collated ty the Bishop 
of the diocese to an honorary 
Canonry in the cathedral of Wells. 
From Bath Dr. Magee was called 
to London, to succeed Dr. 
Goulburn, the present Dean of 
Norwich, as minister of Quebec 
Chapel, Portman-square. He 
left that post in 1862, on 

i offered. the Rectory of 
Enniskillen by the Provost and 
Fellows of Trinity College, Dub- 
lin. After three years’ residence 
there he was appointed to the 
Deanery of Cork ; and in 1866 was 
also appointed Dean of the Chapel 
Roya in Dublin Castle, both 
which appointments will now be- 
come vacant. They are in the 
gift of the Lord Lieutenant of 
Ireland. The degree of D.D. 
was conferred on Dean Magee 
several years since by his Uni- 
versity, and he has lately been 
Donnellan Lecturer there, an office 
which corresponds with that of 
Bampton Lecturer at Oxford. 
The Bishop of London has year 
after year appointed Dr. Magee 
to preach under the dome of 
St. Paul’s, and in her Majesty’s 
Chapel Royal, Whitehall. The 
new Bishop is not only an able 
preacher, but a writer of some 
reputation. His age is only 
forty-six.

MIDDLESEX RIFLE VOLUNTEERS IN HYDE PARK. 
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Hyde Park, on Wednesday week.

He com- 
plimented the commanding officer 
of the corps upon the manner in 
which his duties had been per- 
formed. Lieutenant-Colonel Du 
Plat Taylor, in reply, said that 
the men would endeavour to profit 
by the advice given to them and 
remedy the defects which had 
been pointed out; and he would 
promise that next year the corps 
should be as efficient as any other 
metropolitan corps. 


The Royal Commissioners who 
were. appointed to consider the 
possibility of establishing an in- 
ternational coinage have issued 
their report, In examining the 
merits of the proposal adopted 
at the Paris Conference, to re- 
duce the value of the pound to 
that of 25f., the commissioners 
point out that this reduction 
would disturb all existing obliga- 
tions, and cause many serious 
difficulties. They therefore de- 
cline to recommend that this 
country should adopt a 25f. gold 
coin in substitution for the 
sovereign, and express an opinion 
that, with a view to the general 
interest of the world’s com- 
merce, the English sovereign 
and pound might form a con- 
venient basis for international 
currency. The consideration of 
this question, however, involves 
one of a much larger character— 
that of a complete assimilation 
of the currencies of the prin- 
cipal commercial countries, and 
this can be dealt with only by 
an international conference.

CALLE DE LAS RECOGIDAS, AREQUIPA, 
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RUINS OF THE CATHEDRAL OF AREQUIPA, 
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THE ALBERT MEMORIAL AT HULL. 


The marble statue of the late Prince Consort, erected by public 
subscription in the People’s Park at Hull, was publicly unveiled by 
the Mayor of Hull, Mr. G. C. Roberts, on Wednesday week. The 
sculptor of this good work of art is Mr. T. Earle, who has achieved 
a success. To give increased effect to the monument, the site on 
which it is placed is raised above the surrounding elevation, and the 
pedestal is placed in the centre of the mound. A foundation of 
concrete has been laid, on the top of which is a granite plinth, 
1 ft. 6in. in thickness, Above the plinth is a marble pedestal, 
5 ft, 6in. in height, and the figure itself is 8 ft. in height, giving a 
total elevation of 15ft. The Prince is represented in the attitude 
of delivering an address. He has a scroll in the right and the 
arm is folded upon his breast ; with his left hand he is leaning upon 
the top of a small Corinthian column, emblematic of the fine arts. 
Upon the column the Prince’s cloak is loosely thrown, hiding to 
some extent the skirts of the coat. On the south side of the pedestal 
in a panel are the Imperial arms, on the north side the arms of the 
Prince Consort, and on the west the Corporation arms. On a shield 
on the east panel is an appropriate inscription. ; 

The eeeeeodings of aaaer began with a breakfast in the Town- 
hall, after which the Mayor, Sheriff, Aldermen, magistrates, and 
Corporation, with Lord Wenlock, Lord Lieutenant of the East 
Riding; Sir C. Anderson, Bart.; Mr. Clay, M.P. ; Mr. Norwood, 
M.P.; and Mr. C. Sykes, M.P., followe by the members of the 
local incorporated societies, the clergy, officers of the Army and 
Navy, and others, with an escort of the 4th East York Artillery 
Volunteers and the Ist East York Rifle Volunteers, went in pro- 
cession to the park. Tle route was through Silver-street, White- 
friar-gate, Savile-street, Bond-street, Albion-street, Prospect- 
street, and Beverley-road. The streets were decked with banners, 
and crowded with multitudes of people, cheering loudly. In the 
park, where many thousands were assembled, a covered platform 
had been set up, with a raised floor or dais for those who were to 
speak. The Mayor, addressing Alderman Ellison, chairman of the 
park committee of the Town Council, presented the statue as a gift 
to the town. He then, at the request of Alderman Ellison, unveiled 
the statue, delivering an appropriate eulogy on the late Prince. He 
was followed in this by Lord Wenlock, and some interesting remarks 
were made. The business was terminated in the usual way. 





THE REVOLUTION IN SPAIN, 


Several Illustrations of the scenes witnessed at Madrid in the first 
week of the late revolution were given in our last publication. The 
entry of General Prim, Marquis de los Castillejos, on the 7th inst., 
was one of the most exciting events. That patriotic and popular 
hero of the day, whose resolute behaviour towards the garrison of 
Carthagena, with his readiness to enforce submission, had con- 
tributed greatly to the overthrow of the Queen's power, arrived in 
the capital at four or five o’clock in the afternoon. He had been 
eagerly expected three or four hours before, by a vast crowd in the 
Puerta del Sol and the adjoining streets, till a roar of applause in 
the Calle de Alcala announced the approach of the long-expected 
proeession, the head of which soon appeared, with a huge car in the 
form of a boat drawn by four powerful white horses. Numerous 
flags were erected in the car, which was covered with yellow 
draping, with festoons of evergreen, and was inscribed with the 
words ** Bejar,’’ “‘ Alcolea,’’ *“‘ Santander.”’ In this car, were some 
dozen persons, who threw evergreens and flowers among the 
crowd. Next marched a body of sailors of the fleet, who were 
greatly cheered. Then came a carriage, with banners inscribed 
with the names of past victims to the revolutionary cause; 
and after this, preceded by a body of the armed populace, came 
General Prim. He is a slight, well-built man, with dark whiskers 
and hair, and with a fearless and resolute face. He was very 
simply dressed in the undress of an engineer officer—dark jacket, 
waistcoat, and trousers, with a gold stripe upon the latter. He 
had a red sash round his waist, and wore the ordinary low shako. 
At his appearance there was a perfect roar of cheering. From 
every balcony handkerchiefs waved; every head was uncovered, 
and hats were thrown frantically intothe air. The General seemed, 
for his part, to be infected with the popular euthusiasm. He rode 
upright on his horse, he waved his arm to the people, and several 
times took off his cap and waved it over his head as he returned 
their enthusiastic greeting. Behind Prim rode a numerous staff 
of Generals resplendent in cocked hat and gold lace. 
Then came the _ state carriage with the deputation of 
the Junta, who had met the General at the station. To 
add to the liveliness of the sight, many rsons suddenly 
released a number of white »igeons, which flew hither and thither 
over the heads of the crowd, affrighted and confused at the tre- 
mendous din. Very slowly the procession made its way to the 
centre of the square, and then, turning off, went down the Calle de 
San Geronimo to the House of Deputies. The Calle de San 
Geronimo is a narrow street, and was crowded with people. Here 
the enthusiasm was tremendous. From all the windows and every 
balcony fair hands threw down wreaths and flowers upon the 
popular chief, Upon the steps of the House of Congress Prim 
attempted to ad the people, but the enthusiasm was 
too great, and it was found impossible to procure silence. 
Again mounting his horse, he rode back with his staff 
into the Puerta del Sol, and with the greatest difficulty 
gained the entrance to the public buildings. Here he was 
received by the Duke de la Torre and the Senta, Serrano and 
Prim warmly embracing. A few minutes afterwards the — 
balcony was cleared, and then Prim, Serrano, and the Junta 
appeared, greeted with a tremendous roar of applause by the dense 
mass of people below. At this time the Puerta del Sol presented 
an aye appearance. It was one great sea of human heads, 
with the faces all upturned tothe balcony. A perfect silence reigned 
among the people when Prim addressed them, but three or four 
bands playing in the streets leading out of the square prevented his 
words being heard. He congratulated the people upon the great 
victory they had won. He stated that Liberals of all of 
opinion were thoroughly united, and that in their union alone 
could order and regularity be obtained. He said that he himself and 
the Duke de la Torre were thoroughly and heartily united in the 
7 cause, and that their aspirations and wishes were as one.

The Journal of the Royal Agricultural Society has appeared within 
the last “eye seems well up to the Comne, The report 
gives a total of 1 members, being a decrease of 97, which can 
only be accounted for by the number of societies, some of them 
comprising five or six counties, which are scattered broadcast 
through the land. Hence farmers subscribe to their own, and 
merely become members of the Royal for a year, if it comes into 
their district. Considering the efforts which the society makes to 
promote information on agriculture, its valuable cattle prizes, and 
the costly and careful character of its implement trials, it ought, as 
Mr. Bowly observes, in his Leicester Stock Steward’s Report, to 
have ten thousand members at least. That ——= gives us a 
very pleasant report; but the judges of Herefords, Devons, 
Leicesters, Cotswolds, and pigs have been sadly sparse in their 
comments. He pronounces the show of live stock a great success ; 
and we are glad that, in the hunters’ class, he renders full 
justice to Mr. Tailby’s Orange who was ‘unfortunately 
disqualified by being dressed for a splint.’ The judges of hunters 
express their rise that the older class of hunters was so ill 
represented in such a fox-hunting county, but consider the four- 

-old ‘‘an excellent class.’’ A great improvement is noted in the 
Ruffolks ; and Captain Barlow’s hunting mare, Silverlock (first at 
Bury, but nowhere here), and the first-prize hackney mare, Mr. 
Cook's British Queen, receive notes of commendation. As nothing 
is said about it, we conclude that no objection is made to Lady 
Derwent for having been entered and winning the first prize under 
a wrong i . The shorthorn judges have seldom seen “a 
better class of bulls above three years old,’’ and considered the 
300-guinea yearling Bolivar “‘ an animal perfect in form, with a 
wonderful coat, the only fault to be found with him being the faded 
colour of his hair.”’ ith regard to Mr. Foljamb’s Knight of the 
Crescent, they state that they would have put him over his herd- 
mate, Knight of the Bath, “if he had as faultless in his 
hind quarters as he was in his fore.’ Her Majesty's first-prize 
heifer, Alexandra, is styled “‘a animal in a weak class ;’’ and 
the judges also very highly of three other first-prize short- 
horn winners— y Fragrant, Lady Anne, and Waterloo 27th. 
The judges of Hampshire Downs complain sadly (as the 
judges of black pigs did a few years since) of the way 
in which their coats were saturated with oil or grease; 
and Mr. Rigden’s ——— ‘*Ryder’s’’) aged Southdown ram 
is declared by them t almost faultless, with the exception of 
having too small a dock: The pen of three young Berkshire sows, 
between four and eight months, seems to have attracted the pig 
judges most; and Mr. Bowly remarks, with caustic truth, “it 
appeared rather infra dig. to see breeding sows reclining and 
opening their mouths, like young birds in a nest, to receive food 
from their attendants. If they, a birds, had to seek for 
worms in the present drought, inst of moulding balls from the 
meal-bags, their pets might be more prolific.’ As regards Sir W. 
Throckmorton’s first-prize Berkshire sow, one senior steward is fain 
to confess that he could not see heras he could wish, simply because 
his gentle suasion failed to get her on to her legs.

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LAW AND POLICE. 


Lord Westbury has requested his name to be withdrawn from 
the Royal Commission to inquire into the constitution of the courts 
of justice and the administration of the law in Scotland. His 
Lordship is annoyed that his right of precedence on the Commission 
was set aside, and he complains of the mannér in which he has been 
dealt with by the Lord Advocate. He objects also to the composition 
of the Commission, and says that he would willingly put his offended 
dignity in his pocket if he thought the Commission as constituted 
could be beneficially worked, but he does not think it can.——The 
winter sittings of the Scotch Court of Session opened on Thursday 
week. Lord Ardmillan, Lord Benholme, and the Junior Lord 
Ordinary have been appointed the Judges for disposing of registra- 
tion appeal cases.——The Gazette announces that Mr. George 
Dundas, the Sheriff of Selkirkshire, has been appointed one of the 
Lords of Session in Scotland, in the room of Mr. John Marshall, 
resigned. Mr. Marshall was known officially as Lord Curriehill. 
He is now in the seventy-fourth year of his age, and had held the 
Judgeship fourteen years. 

The appointment of two new Judges in Ireland is announced— 
Mr. Warren, the Attorney-General, having become Judge of the 
Probate Court, while the Solicitor-General has received the post of 
Judge in Bankruptcy, vacant through the death of Mr. Berwick, in 
the Abergele catastrophe. Mr. Warren’s promotion is caused by the 
retirement of Judge Keatinge, who is seventy-four years of age, and 

a seat on the judicial bench since 1843. 


At the Middlesex Sessions, on Thursday week, a motion was 
made by Mr. A. Laurie, that, in consideration of the large number 
of Roman Catholics in the county prisons, arrangements should be 
made for a fixed remuneration to the priests who now administer 
“spiritual consolatian’’ to the prisoners of their persuasion. After 
a stirring debate, the resolution was rejected on a division by 14 
majority, the numbers being 44 against 30.

Suicides from bridges in London are unfortunately of too 
frequent occurrence to command much of the public attention,

The usual verdict of temporary insanity was found, and the jury 
censured the two spectators, who had given no alarm whatever, 
for their heartless conduct.——A verdict of *‘ Found drowned’’ was 
returned in the case of another woman, whose body was found in 
the same canal. 


William Perdue, a youth whose exploits in the character of a 
highwayman had excited much alarm in Newbury and its suburbs, 
was examined, on Thursday week, before the county justices sitting 
in petty sessions. The accused had recently attacked several 
young men in lonely parts of the neighbourhood, his practice being 
to wear a mask and carry a pistol with which he threatened to blow 
out their brains. Taking advantage of their fears, he extracted 
from their pockets their watches and money. Last Monday night 
he pe upon Mr. Syndle, at a quiet part of the London-road, 
and presented a pistol at his head. Syndle struggled with him, and 
in the struggle the pistol exploded. Assistance came, Perdue was 
removed to the police station, where the proceeds of a highway 
robbery committed by him in the town of Newbury a month pre- 
viously were found in his possession. His admissions during the 
hearing of the 8 against him showed he perpetrated the dif- 
ferent highway robberies. He offered no defence, and the county 
justices, and subsequently the Mayor, committed him for trial at 
the Berks Spring Assizes. Lately he had spent a good deal of time 
in perusing tales in which such highwaymen as Dick Turpin were 
the heroes. 

Last Saturday Mr. Philip Lugard was charged on remand, at 
the Brentford Petty Sessions, with shooting at and wounding Miss 
Ellen Gussner. The defendant, who is a retired surgeon, and is 
eighty years of age, lived in Hayden-villas; and the complainant 
was in a garden next door with a Miss Coles, on the afternoon of 
the 9th inst., when the prisoner fired a walking-stick gun at her 
from his window, having previously thrown a stone at her. Miss 
Gussner was struck by the shot on the temple, and was so much 
injured that medical aid had to be called in. For the defence it 
was uged that the gun had only been fired to frighten the girls, in 
consequence of their having previously annoyed the prisoner. It 
was stated that on a former occasion the prisoner threatened 
to shoot another young lady, and the Bench ultimately decided on 
committing the old gentleman for trial. Bail was accepted, him- 
self in £100 and two sureties in £50 each. 


An elderly woman, named Susannah Ward, was charged before 
the Leicester bench of magistrates on Saturday last with obtaining 
a large quantity of wearing apparel from Mary Clarke, under the 
pretence of ruling her planet. On the 5th inst. the prisoner called 
at prosecutrix’s house with some caps for sale, und asked to be 
allowed to sit down in the house while she had a pipe of tobacco. 
She noticed an imbecile daughter of Mrs. Clarke, and said, 
**Missus, you've a heavy heart; you’ve a daughter that’s not 
right. Ihave a daughter whose brain has been turned by fever. 
Your daughter will stab you and commit suicide unless she’s 
altered.’’ Mrs. Clarke said she could not help it; upon which the 
prisoner replied that she could make her a different girl before 
Christmas Day by ruling her planet. Prosecutrix observed that she 
had no money, upon which prisoner suggested that she had clothes; 
and an arrangement was then made for Mrs. Clarke to give her the 
whole of her best wearing apparel, valued at several pounds. On 
one of her visits she told Mrs. Clarke the ruling of the planet would 
have to be postponed for a month as she could not do it, the weather 
being against it. She was afraid that the girl was born to destruc- 
tion and would go to hell, but she would do her best to prevent it. 
On the prisoner presenting herself at the house a few days later she 
was handed over to the police. The magistrates sent her to gaol for 
three months as a rogue and vagabond. 


A messenger in the employ of Messrs. Davenport, earthenware 
and glass manufacturers, of Longport, Staffordshire, was returning, 
last Saturday morning, from the National Provincial Bank at 
Newcastle-under-Lyme with a bag containing £100 in silver, which 
he carried in hishand. In an unfrequented part of the road he 
was overtaken by two men in a cart, who stopped the vehicle, and, 
leaving it, knocked the messenger down and snatched the bag from 
him.

The two trowels with which the 
Prince and Princess of Wales laid 
the foundation-stones of the 
new buildings of Glasgow Uni- 
versity were manufactured by 
Mr. J. W. Benson, of Old *Bond- 
street, and Ludgate-hill, London, 
under the direction of the archi- 
tect, Mr. G. G. Scott. They 
are beautiful specimens of silver- 
smith’s and :goldsmith’s work. 
That for the Prince has a carved 
ivory handle, enriched with heavy 
gold cords, at the top of which is 
his coronet in gold and enamel. 
and jewelled with precious stones, 
In the centre of the handle is the 
Garter in enamel, with the mono- 
am of the Prince, A.E. Onthe 
errule is placed the Prince of 
Wales’s plume, coronet, and 
motto, ‘‘Ich dien.’’ Supporting 
this are the arms of the Uni- 
versity, with the national emblem, 
the Thistle, and the motto, 
**Resurgat in Gloria,’ in varie- 
ated gold and enamel. The 
lade is of silver, parcel gilt. On 
the front is an inscription stating 
the occasion when the trowel was 
used. The reverse bears an en- 
graved interior view of the grand 
hall of the University. The handle 
of the trowel for the Princess is of

THE NEW READING-ROOM AT THE IMPERIAL 
LIBRARY OF PARIS. 

This spacious and elegant hall, which has been recently opened, is 
destined solely for the purpose of study and research ; and admis- 
sion to it is only to be obtained by those who are able to convince 
the administration of their intention to profit seriously by the mine 
of literary wealth stored within the. walls of the Bibliothéque 
Impériale. Having satisfied the scruples of those in authority on 
this score, the applicant for admission receives a ticket ; and, armed 
with this, he presents himself at the tempo: entrance to the 
reading-room opening to the Rue de Richelieu. On passing through 
this doorway he finds himself in a small and badly-lighted vestibule, 
the dull, grey walls of which are but slightly relieved by a Roman 
border, and from this a lateral door leads into the reading-room. 

A row of arcades serves to divide the hall into two divisions ;

The total number the 
room can accommodate at desks and tables is upwards of four 
hundred. The feet of the readers repose upon hot-air pipes; and 
perfect ventilation is secured by twenty-four hot-air stoves placed 
in the upper part of the building. Forty thousand volumes are 
ranged here, access to them being obtained by means of three rows 
of light and elegant iron balconies running around the room. At 
the end of the hemicycle containing the conservators’ desks is a 
large door, draped with leaved velvet curtains, leading into the 
central library, which contains a million volumes. The general 
design of the new reading-room displays a boldness of conception 
highly creditable to its architect, M. Henri Labrouste. 
objection might be taken to the triviality of some portions of the 
ornamentation, but, as a whole, the effect is striking and 
leasing ; whilst the important details of light and ventilation 
eave nothing to be desired. 

If the book desired to be consulted is not in the room, the visitor 
hands a ticket upon which he has written its title to one of the con- 
servators. A suction-pipe transmits this ticket to the offices of the 
central magazine, where a bell informs the clerk of its arrival. The 
book is sought out and dispatched to the -room by a sub- 
terranean railway, the terminus of which is situated at the back of 
the conservator’s desk, another bell announcing the arrival of the 
train. The noise of this railway and the incessant tinkling of the 
various bells offer serious impediments to study, and the dilatory 
nature of the service is another ground of complaint. Two hours 
sometimes elapse between the demand for a volume and its appear- 
ance. About 600 volumes are thus distributed every day before 
three o'clock, after which hour the issue ceases.

A Commission to inquire into the subject of the best breech- 
loading rifle which is to be finally ad for the British Army, 
which has been for some time sit: at Woolwich, has concluded 
its labours, and will shortly deliver its report.

OBITUARY OF EMINENT PERSONS. 


SIR GEORGE SINCLAIR, BART. 

Sir George Sinclair, second Baronet, of Ulbster, in the county of 
Caithness, who died, on the 9th inst., at 
his residence in George-street, Edinburgh, 
was the eldest son of the Right Hon. Sir 
John Sinclair, the first Baronet, P.C., 
D.C.L., by his second wife, Diana, eldest 
daughter of Alexander, first Lord Mac- 
donald; and was brother of the respected 
Archdeacon Sinclair, and of the late dis- 
tinguished writer, Miss Catherine Sinclair. 
He was born Aug. 23, 1790, and was 
educated at Harrow and at the Univer- 
sities of Edinburgh and Gottingen. At 
Harrow he sat on the same form as Lord 
; oe and Sir Robert Peel, with both of 

whom he kept up a correspondence and 
friendly relations. He was M.P. for Caith- 
ness in 1811 and 1818, and from 1831 to 1841. He was a Liberal in 

litics until the passing of the Reform Bill, which he regarded as 
Rnal. He was chairman of the committee for the election for West- 
minster of Sir Francis Burdett, when the latter had declared for 
Conservative a Sir George succeeded his father, as second 
Baronet, Dec. 21, 1835. Sir George was not only a scholar of great 
classical attainment but was master of the modern lan 
several of which he spoke and wrote fluently. He was the author 
of various political and literary works. During his early travels 
he was taken prisoner in Germany, and brought before 
Napoleon I., who vainly interrogated him in order to turn to ac- 
count information of the Prussian army. Sir George married, 
a 1, 1816, Lady Catherine Camilla Tollemache, sister of Lionel 
William John, sixth and present Earl of Dysart; by whom (who 
died March, 1863) he had issue—three sons, of whom one survives; 
and three daughters, of whom two have been married—viz., Emilia 
Magdalen Louisa, who died in 1864, the widow of Major John 
Power; and Adelaide Mary Wentworth, the wife of George Hope 
Johnstone, Esq. Sir George is succeeded by his only surviving son, 
now Sir John George Tollemache Sinclair, the third Baronet, who 
was born Nov. 8, 1825, and married, Nov. 22, 1853, Emma, 
daughter of the late William 8, Standish, Esq., of Duxbury, 
in the county of Lancaster, and has issue two sons and 
two daughters. This family of Sinclair of Ulbster is a 
branch of the noble house of Sinclair, Earls of Caithness, and 
has possessed the estate of Ulbster for between 200 and 300 years. 
It has risen to first-rate position in the north by the importance 
of its alliances and the extent of its possessions. From John 
Sinclair of Ulbster, grantee of that estate, Dec. 29, 1615, descended 
the Right Hon. Sir John Sinclair, of Ulbster, P.C., D.C.L., F.R.S., 
and F.5S.A., President of the Board of Agriculture, and M.P., a 
celebrated agriculturist. He was the founder of the Board of 
Agriculture ; and by his works on husbandry he taught an improved 
system of cultivation. His “ Statistical Account of Scotland’’ is a 
most valuable work. He wascreated a Baronet Feb. 14, 1786, with 
remainder, in default of his own male issue, to the male issue of his 
daughters respectively. He was father of the Baronet just deceased. 


DR. SCHOLFIELD. 

Edward Scholfield, M.D., of Doncaster, whose death occurred 
recently, was held in the highest repute by his profession and in 
universal esteem by his fellow-townsmen. He was a county and 
also a borough magistrate, a charity trustee, and senior church- 
warden at the _— church. It was not, however, only his public 
usefulness, but his private worth, that eared him to all classes of 
the community. . Scholfield’s funeral was one of the largest 
ever remembered in Doncaster. The whole of the shops and other 
places of business remained closed till the conclusion of the cere- 
mony, which took place, on the 12th inst., at Christ Church, 
Doncaster. The Mayor invited the Corporation and the leading 
residents of the town to meet him at the Doncaster Mansion House, 
and some hundreds of gentlemen assembled there for the purpose 
of attending the interment. ;

MUSIC. 
The concerts at the Crystal Palace and the Agricultural Hall 
continue to supply the wants of the few amateurs who remain in 
town at this season. 

A German adaptation of Costa’s oratorio ‘‘ Eli” will be per- 
formed at Stutgardt on Nov. 3. The committee of the Winter 
Subscription Concerts, given annually in aid of the Artists’ 
Charitable Fund, under the special patronage of the King of 
Wirtemberg, have invited the composer to conduct the work. The 
libretto, written by Mr. Bartholomew, has been translated into 

by Fraulein Gruneisen, daughter of Dr. Gruneisen, the 
Lutheran Prelate and Court Chaplain at Stutgardt. 

On the night of the 11th inst. there was a splendid féte at 
Madrid.

A theatre of an entirely new description is about to be opened in 
Vienna. The performers will consist exclusively of females, and 
the musicians in the orchestra will be of the same sex. 





THE THEATRES. 

In their desperate efforts to do without the dramatic poet, mana- 
gers frequently do queer things. One of their most favourite 
methods is to place a popular romance on the stage, roughly 
adapted by themselves or a jobbing playwright, and thence, by the 
force of acting, le, and scenery, to impose upon a too- 
confiding public the notion that they have witnessed a t drama. 
Too often they have to suffer under a long one, and to learn by 
bitter experience that length and greatness are not synonymous 
epithets. Some romances, however impracticable for stage pur- 

prove to be tempting dishes, of which manager after manager 
eels disposed to taste, notwithstanding the fit of indigestion which 
is sure to follow the trial. Such a tempting dish is the romance 
concocted between Messrs. Dumas, Fiorentino, and Maquet, and 
named ‘‘Monte Christo.’ Dumas himself was, we believe, the 
first to yield to the temptation, and at the Théatre Historique to 
place the subject on the stage, in 1848, occupying therewith 
three entire evenings. In the same year the experiment was 
tried in England with a company of French actors, on the stage 
of Drury Lane; but the English public scouted the idea, and a riot 
ensued. Your demented manager, however, will not be defeated ; 
his spirit survives all failures, will pass into other individualities, 
and at the end of a cycle will be found anew tampering with the 
condemned speculation. Mr. Fechter and Mr. Webster 
with it, under the title of ‘‘ Monte Cristo,’’ the Adelphi Theatre 
on Saturday, and, after trying the patience of the audience through

Eighteen years elapse, and the play proper begins, in 
the second scene of which we have the Chateau d’lf and along 
conversation between Dantes and Faria (Mr. Stuart) respecting the 
treasure on the island of Monte Christo, ending with the death of 
Faria, and Dantes being tied up in a sack, instead of his 
dead body, and thrown into the sea. So —— oe all 
this that the audience became seriously impatient. dreary 
acts followed, in which we had Mr. Fechter and Mr. Webster in 
various disguises or characters, and en in various complex 
actions; sometimes by their good and iking acting compelling 
applause, but finding in the end that they had impracticable 
material to death with. Tothe audience the drama seemed inter- 
minable, and as thetime verged on oneo’ clock of last Sunday morning 
&@ growing disposition evinced itself to quit the theatre. When 
the curtain finally fell there was no chance of getting a satis 
verdict from what remained of the audience. e wish to leave the 
house was eral, and all gladly hurried away to scenes which 
could scarcely, under the worst of circumstances, be so dismal as 
those they were about to abandon. Whether ‘‘ Monte Cristo’”’ 
can yet be reduced within compass, and ensure patient listeners, an
